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From  the  tabulation  of  the  general  statistics  above 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  only  school  to  have  its  full 
quota  of  360  half-days  v^as  Quaker  Street.  All  others 
lost  two  half-days.  The  average  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  schools  of  the  district  was  about  13' 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  percent  of  at- 
tendance remains  low.  To  some  extent  this  is  due 
to  whooping  cough  and  measles,  but  in  many  cases 
parents  have  probably  allowed  their  children  to  re- 
main out  of  school  for  insufficient  reasons.  Every 
day's  absence  means  a  loss  to  the  pupil  and  a  loss  of 
time  for  going  ahead  while  back  work  is  made  up. 

The  amount  of  tardiness  per  pupil  was  particular- 
ly large  at  Quaker  Street  and  in  Grade  8,  of  the  Jun- 
ior High  School.  We  hope  that  this  defect  may  be 
remedied  this  year.  The  total  unrepeated  registra- 
tion in  the  schools  of  the  district  was  316.  Of  these, 
eight  were  tuition  pupils,  four  elementary  and  four 
high  school.  This  makes  a  total  of  308  pupils  re- 
siding in  the  district  and  attending  public  school. 

The  need  for  improvement  of  equipment  at  the 
Central  School  remains  about  the  same  as  indicated 
in  our  last  report.  — New  toilets  should  replace  the 
old  and  unsatisfactory  equipment  now  in  use,  and 
black  boards  should  be  lowered  so  that  small  chil- 
dren can  use  them. 

At  the  high  school  building  the  room  used  by  the 
mechanic  arts  classes  is  now  too  small  to  accommo- 
date the  larger  classes,  and  give  room  for  work  on  an 
automobile  as  is  required  in  the  class  in  Auto  Me- 
chanics. The  quarters  of  this  department  should  be 
enlarged.  Possible  an  entrance  to  the  basement  un- 
der the  Central  building  could  be  made  at  small  cost, 
and  some  of  the  unused  space  there  utilized  for  this 
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purpose.  If  additional  space  cannot  be  furnished  it 
probably  would  be  necessary  to  drop  sections  of  the 
work  now  given  in  Mechanic  Arts.  However,  we  feel 
that  there  is  great  need  of  the  practical  instruction 
given  in  this  department  and  that  measures  of  ad- 
vancement instead  of  retrenchment  should  be  adopt- 
ed. Considerable  money  is  already  invested  in  the 
equipment  of  this  shop,  and  an  increasing  number  of 
students  should  be  permitted  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  its  use  under  proper 
instruction. 

During  the  year  the  schools  have  made  good  pro- 
gress. We  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers, 
and  parents  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.
